NTER      'l^ 
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An  Up-to-date  London  Bindery, 

A   Peep    into    the   Well-Equipped  Factory   of 
Messrs.  Key  &  Whiting,  Ltd.,  at  Canonbury. 


An  old-time  hand-worker  at  the  book- 
binder's craft  would  receive  many  a  shock  of 
surprise  if  shown  through  the  various  depart- 
ments of  a  modern  factory  provided  with 
present-day  machinery.  While  hand-binding 
still  survives,  of  course,  and  for  some  classes 
of  work  continues  to  hold  its  own,  the  book- 
binder's machinery  of  to-day  is  turning  out 
work  with  such  rapidity,  such  accuracy,  ar.d 
such  excellence  of  finish  as  the  binder  of  a 
generation  ago  probably  believed  to  be  for 
ever  impossible. 

By  the  courtesy  of  Messrs.Key  and  Whiting, 
Ltd.,  a  representative  of  the  British  and 
Colonial  Printer  and  Stationer  was  allowed  to 
make  a  short  tour  of  inspection  of  the  firm's 
bindery  known  as  Harecourt  Bookbinding 
Works,  at  Canonbury,  L^ondon,  N.  A  few 
jottings  as  to  the  development  and  equip- 
ment of  this  well  appointed  factoiy  will 
probably  be  of  general  interest. 

Although  the  firm  was  established  in  War- 
wick-lanein  1799,  the  present  name  of  theHare- 
court  Bookbinding  Works  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  about  1850  the  business  was  moved  to 
Harecourt  Chapel,  Aldersgate  street,  a  build- 
ing famous  for  its  association  with  the 
preaching  of  Spurgeon.  Moving  to  Canon- 
bury in  1904,  the  business  continued  to  grow. 
The  premises  were  extended  in  1906,  and  the 
development  of  the  business  necessitated 
further  additions  in  1909  and  1913,  while  ad- 
ditional warehouses  were  occupied  during 
1915,  1917  and  1920. 

The  original  Mr.  Thomas  Whiting  retired 
from  the  business  about  1851,  when  his  son 
Thomas  Whiting  carried  on  the  business  and 
was  managing  director  at  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1917.  Mr.  Percy  Howard  Whiting 
now  represents  the  third  generation,  and  has 


been  occupied  in  the  business  for  over  27 
years. 

Messrs.  Key  and  Whiting's  factory  at 
Canonbury,  a  large  and  substantial  modern 
structure,  was  built  specifically  as  a  bindery 
and  is  found  to  be  excellently  adapted  for  its 
purpose.  All  the  lighting  and  power  is 
electric,  and  the  departments  are  well  planned 
and  organised  for  the  convenient  passage  of 
work  from  one  to  another  of  them  through 
the  series  of  processes  necessary  in  the  trans- 
formation of  the  large  printed  sheets  into  the 
finished  book. 

After  glancing  into  the  extensive  stock- 
rooms and  warehouses  the  visitor  finds  on  a 
single  ground  floor  the  processes  of  folding, 
collating  and  sewing  in  consecutive  operation. 
Chamber's  folding  machines  with  King  con- 
tinuous feeders  fold  and  refold  the  sheets  with 
great  rapidity  and  accuracy,  delivering  the 
sections  ready  for  the  work  of  collating  and 
sewing-together  into  book  form.  The  gather- 
ing and  collating  of  the  sections  are  done  on  a 
Juengst  gathering  machine,  which  deals  with 
24  volumes  simultaneously,  the  respective 
sections  being  fed  out  in  the  right  order  at 
24  different  points  and  deposited  in  correct 
position  for  building  up  the  volumes  in  course 
of  construction.  The  ingenuity  of  this  as  of 
many  of  the  other  machines  employed  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  in  case  any  one  of  the 
deliveries  is  missed,  or  two  sections  delivered 
instead  of  one,  a  lever  promptly  comes  out  of 
action  and  breaks  the  electric  circuit  so  that 
the  machine  waits  for  the  rectification  of  the 
mistake  before  continuing  its  work. 

Passing  to  the  cloth  and  boards  department, 
one  notices  an  interesting  machine  used  for 
the  cutting  of  the  cloth  ;  this  is  the  Smyth 
cloth  cutting  machine,  in  which  a  wide  length 
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of  cloth  is  fed  in  and  is  cut  in  one  operation 
into  the  required  rectangular  pieces,  roller 
cutters  cutting  the  material  into  longitudinal 
•strips  and  a  guillotine  effecting  the  latitudinal 
cutting.  Another  maciiine,  quite  fascinating 
in  its  dexterity,  is  the  Smyth  case-making 
machine,  of  which  Messrs.  Key  and  Whiting 
have  several.  Boards  and  back  lining  are  fed 
regularly  and  rapidly  into  thecorrect  position, 
the  cloth  pieces  are  glued  and  placed  accu- 
rately upon  the  boards  and  strips,  the  edges 
of  the  cloth  are  folded  neatly  over,  and  the 


cases  are  brought  together  and  are  given  the 
touches  which  complete  the  finished  volumes. 
A  notable  machine  in  this  department  is  the 
Srnyth  three-knife  trimmer,  which  cuts  head, 
tail  and  foredge  of  the  books  in  a  single 
operation.  The  books  are  then  first  lined 
after  which  process  they  are  rounded  and 
backed  by  specially-designed  machines. 
Messrs.  Key  and  Whiting  have  also  a  number 
of  Smyth  casing  in  machines,  which  accurately 
paste  and  insert  the  books  into  their  cases, 
after  which  operation  the  volumes  go  into  hy-

-^vhole  then  subjected  to  pressure  and  delivered 
ready  for  use.  "  Beatrice''  blocking  machines 
then  perform  any  blocking  required,  and 
these  machines — with  the  aid  of  various  other 
presses  as  needed— also  do  what  printing  is 
desired  upon  the  covers. 

On  a  separate  floor  is  the  hand  workers' 
department,  where  more  sewing  machines  are 
to  be  seen  as  well  as  wire-stitching  machines 
and  .Marresford  endpapering  machines  which 
dispense  with  hand  pasting  for  the  attach- 
ment of  f:[st  and  last  sheets. 

O  'St,  too,  is  the  forwarding  and 

fini-  inent,  in  which  the  books  and 


draulic  presses  and  then  — on  being  opened, 
examined  and  found  satisfactory— are  passed 
on  to  be  packed  for  dispatch  to  customers. 

Not  much  comp£.rison  is  required  between 
the  methods  of  the  old-time  hand-worker 
and  those  of  a  large  machine  bindery  of  to- 
day to  make  plain  how  many  advantages 
have  been  brought  to  the  trade  by  the  de- 
velopment of  machinery,  by  which  time 
labour  and  expense  are  saved  and  rates  of 
output  enormously  increased.  Further  de- 
velopment of  mechanical  invention  in  this 
sphere  of  industry  will  no  doubt  be  forth- 
coming,  but   in   the   wider  adoption   of   the 
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many  wonderful  machines  already  available 
to  the  bookbinder  there  lie  possibilities  of 
revolutionary  developments  in  the  binding 
craft.

MANAGERS  &  OVERSEERS' ASSOCIATION 


nonthly  Meeting. 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Association- 
held  a  week  earlier  in  view  of  the  nearness  to 
Christmas  — took  place  at  St.  Bride  Institute, 
Bride-lane,  E.G. 4,  on  the  14th  inst.  The  presi- 
dent (Mr.  A.  Chadwell)  was  in  the  chair,  and 
there  was  a  good  muster  of  members. 

Thesecretary  (Mr.  W.Bullett)  having  read  the 
minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  which  were 
duly  confirmed,  Mr.  W.  H.  Longley  expressed 
his  regret  at  not  being  able  to  obtain  the 
services  of  Mr.  Brookes,  of  the  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Co.,  for  a  lecture  that  night  on  the 
subject  of  coal  versus  gas. 

A  new  design  for  the  Association's  book 
of  rules  and  other  literature,  executed  by  Mr. 
H.Filkins  received  the  members' approval  and 
thanks. 

Messrs.  W.  Brookes  and  W.  Crossby  were 
unanimously  elected  auditors  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  president  said  that  owing  to  the 
absence  of  a  lecturer  for  the  evening  there 
was  plenty  of  time  at  their  disposal  in  which 
matters  of  trade  interest  could  be  profitably 
discussed,  and  he  was  sure  there  were  many 
present  who  were  capable  of  dealing  with 
many  matters  of  interest  to  the  members. 
He  therefore  invited  Mr.  S.  Huggins  to  ad- 
dress the  meeting  on  the  subject  of  gas  versus 
coal. 

Gas  versus  Coal. 

Mr.  Huggins  said  he  would  with  pleasure 
give  them  some  of  his  own  experiences  in  the 
use  of  gas  in  connection  with  the  Junior 
Autoplate.  Mi.  Huggins  went  back  to  the  in- 
troduction of  the  machine.  Coal  was  used 
then,  and  as  time  went  on  they  discovered 
that  coke  was  much  cheaper.  When  his  firm 
introduced  the  machine  the  question  was  put 
to  him  as  to  the  advantages  of  coal,  coke  and 
gas.  He  held  out  for  gas  ;  it  was  cleaner,  and 
to  his  mind  had  the  advantage  that  you  could 
regulate  the  temperature  better  than  with  the 
other  two  fuels.  They  found  out  that, 
running  three  nights  in  the  week,  gas  was 
more  expensive,  although  there  was  the  dis- 
advantage of  the  space  required  for  storing 
coal  and  coke,  and  also  the  inconvenience 
that  would  accrue  should  a  coal  strike  occur, 
and  there  happened  not  to  be  a  very  large 
amount  of  coal  or  coke  in  stock.  He 
eventually  got  sanction  to  use  gas,  and  they 
used  what  they  called  a  blow^er  to  blow  the 
gas.  They  had  in  their  firm  a  verj'  ingenious 
electrician  who  began  to  experiment  in  con- 
junction with  himself,  and  they  managed  to 


fix  up  a  burner  so  as  to  use  a  light-pressure 
gas.  The  number  of  the  burners  under  the 
machine  as  it  was  originally  fitted  was  48,  and 
they  put  in  burners  of  which  only  12  were  re 
quired  The  burner  itself  was  simply  a 
nozzle  on  the  top  of  the  ordmary  gas  pipe 
with  a  worm  inside.  The  length  of  time 
needed  to  reduce  seven  tons  of  metal  under 
the  gas-yielding  system  prescribed  bv  the 
original  fitters  was  something  like  3I  hours. 
With  the  new  burner  they  were  able  to  melt 
seven  tons  in  2|  hours.  Besides  that,  the  con- 
sumption of  gas  was  much  less.  The  speaker 
next  explained  the  method  adopted  by  an  ad- 
justment on  the  burner  of  a  disc  placed  inside 
the  jet  which  is  pushed  forward  or  pulled 
back  so  as  to  regulate  the  air  to  a  nicety. 
Mr.  Huggins  in  conclusion  remarked  that  the 
burner  was  meeting  with  very  great  success. 

Mr.  R.  E.  Latimer  briefly  remarked  on 
liability  of  gas  to  cause  the  pots  to  crack. 

Mr.  Huggins,  in  reply,  told  of  the  success  he 
had  had  in  preventing  pots  from  cracking  by 
the  use  of  a  huge  cone,  about  2  ft.  6  in.  long, 
coated  with  graphite,  which  had  a  windlass 
attached,  and  which  was  dropped  into  the 
metal  and  left  there. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Sunderland  said  his  experience  was 
a  pretty  wide  one,  and  he  thought  the  cone 
system  as  applied  to  the  expansion  of  metal 
an  excellent  and  good  one.  He  also  thought 
more  care  and  attention  should  be  paid  to 
the  question  of  the  temperature  of  the  room 
in  order  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  the  pots 
cracking. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Longley  said  he  very  much  re- 
gretted that  there  was  no  authoritative  history 
of  their  branch  of  the  trade,  and  he  was  sure 
there  were  many  who  felt  with  him.  There 
was  no  continuous  record  of  the  trade,  and  as 
there  were  a  few  of  the  old  people  left  whose 
memories  would  be  of  great  assistance  in  the 
compilation  of  a  trade  history  he  thought  the 
Association  should  take  the  matter  in  hand. 

The  matter  was  put  in  the  form  of  a  motion 
and  was  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  R.  E.  Latimer  brought  the  question  of 
the  difficulty  the  overseer  experienced  in 
keeping  skilled  men  in  printing  houses.  There 
was  held  out  to  them  the  better  pay  to  be 
obtained  in  newspaper  offices  and  trade  shops. 
He  thought  they  should  push  the  matter  for- 
ward so  as  to  bring  their  workers  to  one  level 
of  remuneration. 

The  president  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
masters  would  realise  that  the  practice  of 
men  leaving  printing  houses  to  go  into  news- 
paper offices  was  against  the  masters'  own 
interests.  They  were  losing  the  services  of 
the  skilled  men  by  not  paying  them  the  same 
as  the  newpaper  workers. 

Before  the  meeting  closed  the  president  re- 
ferred to  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Bar- 
nardo's  Home  being  undertaken  by  Mr.  H. 
Williams  (Williams  Engineering  Co.),  and 
offered  to  double  any  amount  which  would 
be  secured  from  a  "  whip  "  round  from  the 
members  pre.^ent. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman  — who,  in 
a  reply,  tendered  seasonable  greetings  in  the 
name  of  the  Association— brought  the  meet- 
ing to  a  close. 
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Dinner  at  the  Savoy  Hotel. 
Reduction  in  Price  of  Book  Cloth 


Once  more  the  chairman  and  directors  of 
the  Winterbottom  Book  Cloth  Co.  enter- 
tained their  friends  on  Monday  evening  to 
dinner  at  the  Savoy  Hotel.  As  on  the  previous 
occasion  tlie  affair  was  excellently  arranged. 
No  detail  was  omitted  to  complete  the  com- 
fort and  entertainment  of  the  guests.  In  an 
artistically  decorated  hall,  appropriately 
illuminated,  the  company  sat  down  under  the 
presidency  of  Mr.  H.  G.  Winterbottom,  the 
chairman  of  the  company,  who  had  pre- 
viously received  the  guests  on  arrival.  Music 
accompanied  the  dinner,  which  was  in  the 
best  of  taste,  and  selections  were  performed 
throughout  the  evening.  Altogether  it  was 
an  exceedingly  enjoyable  gathering.  More- 
over, the  opportunity  was  taken  of  conferring 
upon  the  problems  which  beset  the  book- 
binding trade  to  day,  with  beneficial  results 
to  all  concerned.  Perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant announcement  was  that  of  Mr. 
Brickhill,  director  and  secretary,  that  the 
price  of  book  cloth  was  to  be  reduced  by  2d. 
per  yard. 

.■\.tter  the  toast  of  "The  King"  had  been 
loyally  honoured,  Mr.  F.  Grey  (President  of 
the  .Master  Bookbinders'  Association)  pro- 
posed that  of  "The  Chairman  and  Directors 
of  the  Winterbottom  Book  Cloth  Co.,''  a  pro- 
position which  was  cordially  received.  He 
referred  in  affectionate  terms  to  .Mr.  Harold 
Winterbottom,  Lieut. -Colonel  Bentley,  Mr. 
Brickhill,  and  Captain  Oscar  Winterbottom. 
He  recalled  that  as  a  boy  he  used  to  visit  the 
old  firm  of  Wilson  and  ISentleyand  carry  off 
rolls  of  cloth.  With  much  excellent  humour 
.\Ir.  Grey  proceeded  to  refer  to  the  trials  and 
troubles  of  business  in  these  days.  He  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  the  price  of  book  clotii 
was  going  down.  Unless  that  occurred,  their 
customers  told  them  that  binding  and  print- 
ing and  publishing  would  diappear.  Still  he 
supposed  they  would  carry  on  as  usual  (cheers.) 

The  Chairman,  in  reply,  expressed  the  real 
pleasure  that  it  gave  him  and  his  co-directors 
to  entertain  their  friends  that  evening.  An 
opportunity  of  that  kind  enabled  them  to 
exchange  confidences  and  to  help  one  another. 
They  wanted  to  exchange  views  and  receive 
suggestions  which  would  assist  each  other. 
It  was  no  good  bewailing  the  fact  that  the 
trade  of  the  country  was  going  through  a 
period  of  depression.  That  condition  of 
affairs  had  come  with  great  suddenness,  with 
the  result  that  there  was  a  great  fall-in  prices. 
The  Winterbottom  Book  Cloth  Co.  had  to 
buy  a  long  way  ahead.  Doing  their  own 
weaving  in  this  countrj',  they  employed  a 
great  number  of  mills  in  Lancashire  and  they 
had  to  keep  those  looms  engaged.  Accord- 
ingly  they   had   contracted   for  a  long  way 


ahead  at  high  prices.  During  the  slump, 
however,  they  had  gone  into  the  market,  and 
those  contracts  liad  brought  the  average 
down,  so  that  they  were  able  to  supply  the 
trade  and  reduce  the  price  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent. But  there  could  not  be  a  big  reduction 
in  book  cloth  at  the  moment  because  their 
filling  materials  were  practically  unaltered. 
Mr.  Winterbottom  mentioned  the  Dye-stuffs 
Bill  and  the  probability  of  paying  more 
for  dyes.  Speaking  of  the  troubles  they  had 
had  to  face  during  the  past  year,  he  mentioned 
that  of  paper,  which  needed  tender  handling. 

The  Hirst  Bookbinder. 

Mr.  M.  Brickhill,  who  was  received  with 
cheers,  proposed  the  toast  of  the  "  Bookbind- 
ing Trade,"  and  showed  that  his  company 
had  a  special  reason  for  being  grateful  to  a 
London  bookbinder.  Prior  to  1825,  he 
pointed  out,  in  this  country  books  were 
largely  bound  in  millboard  covered  with  a 
kind  of  drab  paper  and  a  little  white  label. 
In  that  year,  however,  Archibald  Leighton 
conceived  the  idea  of  improving  upon  that 
method  by  using  a  coloured,  stiffened  and 
glazed  cloth  for  the  binding  of  books,  and  he 
bound  the  first  edition  of  books  in  this 
country  in  book  cloth  in  the  form  of  seven- 
teen volumes  of  Lord  Byron's  works.  Archi- 
bald Leighton  created  for  England  a  great 
new  indnstrv— the  industrv  of  book  cloth. 
(Cheers  ) 

Mr.  Brickhill  proceeded  to  criticise  some 
books  which  were  put  on  the  market  to-day 
and  wh.ch  did  not  give  any  scope  to  the 
craftsman.  These  books  were  no  credit  to 
the  binder  or  to  the  allied  trades,  and  they 
did  not  play  any  part  in  the  life  of  the  nation. 
The  Winterbottom  Book  Cloth  Co.  looked 
forward  to  a  revival  of  the  trade  of  bookbind- 
ing, because  it  was  an  art  practised  by  crafts 
men.  There  was  no  doubt  about  it  if  they 
produced  things  which  people  valued,  they 
created  a  demand  for  them  (hear,  hearj,  and 
they  gave  scope  to  the  craftsmen  and  the 
skilled  trades.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  A.  S.  Colley  (Bain  and  Co.),  whose 
father  and  grandfather  had  been  in  the  trade, 
responded  to  the  toast.  He  said  he  was  proud 
to  be  a  member  of  the  bookbinding  trade, 
which  was  a  great  industry.  He  was  told 
that  their  organisation  was  superior  to  that 
of  many  larger  trades.  He  believed  that  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  had  many  members 
who  had  a  thorough  grasp  of  the  economic 
and  labour  problems  which  concerned  them. 
He  knew  they  were  all  face  to  face  with  a 
very  severe  crisis.  But  they  were  not  down- 
hearted. (Cheers.)  Their  individual  energy 
was  going  to  bring  them  through.  In  the 
words  of  the  old  hunting  song,  "  Our  heads 
and  hearts  are  going  to  be  kept  high"  (hear, 
hear.)  Mr.  Colley  added  a  word  of  apprecia- 
tion of  the  work  which  Mr.  Grey  performed 
for  the  whole  of  the  trade.  In  urging  that 
prices  should  be  reduced,  he  declared  that 
they  as  business  men  wanted  their  trade  to 
prosper  and  they  wanted  the  trade  of  the 
country  to  prosper.  They  did  not  desire  it  to 
get   on   a    '  dead    centre."      The    publishers 
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found  difficulty  in  producing  books  at  a  price 
at  which  the  public  would  buy,  and  they  had 
to  get  people  on  the  buy,  and  to  do  that  they 
•must  bring  prices  down  as  low  as  possible. 

Mr.  Woodman  (Fisher  Bookbinding  Co). 
in  his  usually  humorous  fashion,  did  not  agree 
that  the  publisher  needed  much  sympathy. 
Under  the  able  guidance  of  Mr.  Grey,  they 
had  come  to  the  sensible  view  that  they  as  a 
trade  were  entitled  to  a  legitimate  profit  on 
what  they  produced.  (Hear,  hear.)  They 
had  had  to  mvest  in  the  business  many 
thousands  of  pounds  in  machinery.  With  re- 
gard to  reduction  of  prices,  he  thought  that 
should  be  done  slowly  so  as  to  avoid  any 
undue  disturbance. 

The  Allied  Trades. 

Lieut. -Col.  A.  W.  Bentley,  proposing  "  The 
Allied  Trades,"  which,  he  said,  embraced 
electrotyping,  lithography,  composing  and  15 
more  crafts,  showed  how  dependent  they  were 
one  upon  another.  Although  there  were 
troublous  time  ahead  of  them,  the  only  thing 
to  do  was  to  put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel 
and  find  their  own  solution.  (Applause.) 
While  their  attention  recently  had  been 
occupied  with  wages,  it  seemed  to  him  they 
ought  to  consider  the  question  of  a  fair  day's 
work  for  a  fair  day's  pay.  After  being  thirty 
years  out  of  active  business,  he  was  pleased  to 
see  still  the  old  firms  represented  there  that 
night,  although  by  a  younger  generation. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Blades  (Ex- President  of  the 
Federation  of  Master  Printers),  responded  to 
the  toast  and  urged  that  the  allied  trades 
must  work  together.  He  mentioned  the 
creation  of  a  powerful  consultative  com- 
mittee, which  was  going  to  harmonise  wages. 
They  wanted  to  aim  at  keeping  wages  up  to 
the  proper  level  and  at  the  same  time  giving 
capital  its  due  return.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  com- 
mended the  Winterbottom  Book  Cloth  Co. 
for  keeping  prices  steady  during  the  war,  and 
proceeded  to  speak  of  the  advantages  of  a 
cost-finding  system. 

Increased  Output. 

Mr.  Grey  propo-^ed  the  health  of  Mr.  G. 
Bell,  the  London  representative,  to  whom  the 
London  binders,  he  said,  were  under  a  great 
obligation.  He  agreed  with  Mr.  Blades  that 
they  did  not  want  to  decrease  wages.  What 
was  needed  was  to  increase  output.  (Hear, 
hear.)  It  was  difficult  to  do  that  except  by 
improved  methods;  but  there  they  were  met 
with  the  obstacle  of  obtaining  machines, 
which  could  not  be  delivered  for  months  and 
months,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  trade  had 
fallen  off.  That  was  the  case  with  modern 
folding  machmes.  Then  the  price  of  printing 
and  binding  must  come  down,  and  they  had 
got  to  meet  the  demand  for  lower  costs  in 
some  way.  The  clients  of  the  bookbinders 
wanted  to  knovv^  why  they  used  the  Winter- 
bottom  book  cloth.  The  reasons  were  that  it 
worked  splendidly  upon  the  machines,  that  it 
was  of  good  quality,  that  the  glue  did  not 
come  through,  thus  reducing  output.  (Hear, 
hear.)  From  the  Winterbottom  Book  Cloth 
Co.  they  only  got  material  of  the  proper 
quality  and  texture.    There  was  no  cloth  like 


it,  and  all  they  wanted  was  delivery  of  the 
goods.  (Applause.)  Mr.  Grey  went  on  to 
refer  to  the  difficult  task  which  Mr.  Bell  had 
to  face  in  London  and  to  the  urbanity  which 
he  displayed  in  dealing  with  his  customers. 

The  Chairman  at  this  stage  mentioned  that 
the  company  had   had  to  supply   the  world 
with   book  cloth,   and    there    had    been    the 
great  difficulty  of  obtaining  machinery. 
Reduction  in  Price. 

Mr.  Brickhill  alluded  to  the  variety  of  de- 
mands made  upon  the  firm,  pointing  out  that 
they  could  not  make  anything  at  a  profit 
under  about  30  pieces.  They  had  delivered 
more  cloth  since  the  war  broke  out  than  even 
the  Winterbottom  Book  Cloth  Co.  had  ever 
delivered  before  ;  they  had  delivered  twice 
the  number  of  rolls  of  book  cloth.  Their 
first  regard  was  for  their  home  trade.  They 
had  practically  no  foreign  trade  to-day,  be- 
cause of  the  state  of  the  exchanges.  The 
speaker  went  on  to  refer  to  the  cancellation 
of  orders,  which  showed  that  the  firm  had 
troubles  equally  as  great  as  those  of  the  book- 
binders. With  regard  to  a  reduction  in  price, 
the  company  wished  to  sell  their  cloth  at  the 
lowest  possible  figure,  and  they  had  not  asked 
the  price  which  they  really  might  have  done. 
Indeed,  the  suppliers  of  gray  cloth,  which  was 
the  foundation  of  their  product,  had  wondered 
how  the  company  could  sell  at  the  price  they 
did.  After  alluding  to  the  causes  for  the  pre- 
sent temporary  trade  depression,  Mr.  Brickliiil 
hinted  at  a  revival  of  business  in  three  or  four 
months'  time,  when  higher  prices  might  rule. 
The  directors  had  gone  very  carefully  into  the 
question,  and  they  believed  they  could  reduce 
the  price  of  book  cloth  by  6s.  a  roll  to-day, 
which  was  2d.  per  yard.  (Applause.J  He  sub- 
mitted that  it  was  a  very  substantial  reduc- 
tion. (Hear,  hear.)  He  went  on  to  remark 
that  the  interests  of  the  bookbinders  were 
equally  the  interests  of  the  company.  They 
had  no  wish  to  fill  their  customers  up  with 
stock ;  they  wanted  to  try  to  carry  on  for 
many  years  to  come.  (Hear,  hear.)  They 
were  not  going  out  of  business.  They  could 
not  compete  with  paper,  and  did  not  intend 
to.  If  the  bookbinders  wanted  a  good  article 
they  must  pay  a  reasonable  price  for  it.  The 
Winterbottom  Book  Cloth  Co.  paid  their 
workpeople  the  highest. wages  of  any  people 
in  the  trade,  and  they  had  a  pension  fund  for 
their  workpeople;  so  that  when  they  were 
supporting  the  Winterbottom  Book  Cloth  Co. 
they  were  helping  to  pay  good  wages  and 
provide  pensions  for  workmen  at  55.  and  no 
workman  was  allowed  to  want.  (Cheers.) 
Their  customers  were  obtaining  book  cloth  at 
very  fair  prices,  added  Mr.  Brickhill,  because 
the  company  had  been  making  their  profits 
out  of  cotton. 

Mr.  Bell,  in  acknowledging  the  toast  of  his 
health,  which  had  been  very  enthusiastically 
drunk,  pointed  out  that  the  company  were 
to-day  wanting  the  orders  of  the  bookbinders, 
whereas  six  months  ago  they  had  difficulty  in 
fulfilling  them.  He  went  on  to  refer  to  the 
harmonious  relations  which  had  always 
existed  between  the  company  and  their  cus- 
tomers, and  he  trusted  those  relations  would 
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continue.  (^Applause.)  That  gathering  was 
an  outcome  of  that  cordial  feeling  and  good- 
will. If,  in  the  course  of  his  duty  to  the  com- 
pany he  had  done  well  by  his  customers,  he 
was  entirely  content.     (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  A.  F.  Blades  proposed  the  very 
popular  toast  of  the  Chairman  and  Captain 
Oscar  D.  Winterbottom.  In  doing  so,  he  cor- 
dially thanked  the  directors  of  the  company 
for  the  very  excellent  entertainment  they  had 
provided  for  their  guests. 

The  Chairman  said  it  afforded  the  directors 
the  very  greatest  pleasure  to  have  those 
present  as  their  guests  that  night,  and  he  only 
hoped  they  might  be  spared  to  meet  on  a 
future  occasion.     (Cheers.) 

Captain  Oscar  D.  Winterbottom,  who  was 
very  warmly  received,  also  acknowledged  the 
toast,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  these 
gatherings  would  continue  for  many  years. 

The  Chairman  announced  a  telegram  from 
Mr.  G.  R.  Hall  Came,  who  regretted  that  he 
was  unavoidably  detained  elsewhere. 

The  whole  arrangements  were  admirably 
conceived  and  carried  out,  and  the  entire 
company  were  unanimous  in  voting  the  func- 
tion a  complete  success. 
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Staff  Dinner. 


On  Friday  evening,  the  members  of  St. 
Bride  Foundation  Printing  School,  with 
their  wives  and  friends  to  the  number  of 
eighty,  spent  a  very  enjoyable  evening  at 
Ander  ton's  Hotel.  Amongst  those  present 
were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Small,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gillett, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  McAra,  the  Rev.  A.  Taylor  and 
Miss  Taylor,  and  the  Principal  (Mr.  J.  R. 
Riddel!)  in  the  chair.  After  dinner  there  was 
an  excellent  musical  programme  which  helped 
to  enliven  the  proceedings.  In  addition,  one 
of  the  old  boys,  Mr.  J.  H.  Quinn,  gave  two 
recitations,  and  a  guest  (Mrs.  Phillips)  sang  in 
excellent  voice  a  selection  from  "The  Maid  of 
the  Mountains." 

The  toast  list  provided  an  opportunity  for 
stating  how  the  work  of  the  school  had  pro- 
gressed. Mr.  J.  C.  Small,  O.B.E.,  in  proposing 
the  toast  of  "The  School,"  paid  a  very  high 
tribute  to  its  progress.  He  mentioned  that 
when  the  Principal  took  up  his  appointment 
in  1912  there  were  about  350  students;  at  the 
present  time  there  are  close  on  1,500. 

In  reply,  Mr.  T.  W.  .VIcAra,  J. P.,  Chairman 
of  the  Printing  School  Committee,  who  in 
happy  vein  hinted  that  Mr.  Small  probably 
knew  more  about  the  position  of  the  sug- 
gested new  school  than  he  let  out  that  night, 
but  as  he  was  a  Scotsman  he  either  knew  a 
great  deal  more  than  he  had  stated  or  lie 
knew  very  little.  Mr.  McAra  also  mentioned 
the  happy  relations  and  the  sympathetic 
manner  with  which  Mr.  Small  always  re- 
ceived them  when  on  official  visits. 

Mr.    F.    Gillett,   J.P.C.C,   Chairman   of   St. 


Bride  Foundation  Governing  Body,  proposed 
the  toast  of  "The  School  Staff,"  and  in  doing 
so  paid  a  high  compliment  to  the  Principal 
and  staff  lor  their  efforts  in  bringing  the  school 
to  the  position  where  it  held  a  world-wide 
reputation. 

Mr.  H.  D.  Keats,  the  oldest  whole-time 
instructor  on  the  staff,  in  reply,  stated  that 
it  was  very  encouraging  to  hear  the  sympa- 
thetic remarks  made  by  those  controlling  the 
school  and  in  particular  coming  from  the 
chairman  of  the  Governing  Body.  Mr.  Keats 
could  assure  them  that  the  staff  would  go 
back  very  much  encouraged,  by  finding  that 
the  Governors  did  in  some  measure  realise  the 
difBcultiesthey  were  working  under,  frequently 
hindering  them  from  doing  their  best. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Da^\e  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The 
Ladies,"  paying  them  a  graceful  compliment 
and  remarking  that  at  one  time  St.  Bride  was 
a  closed  door  to  the  ladies,  but  now  there  were 
one  or  two  classes  m  which  they  were  en- 
rolled, and  It  was  particularly  pleasing  to 
know  that  one  of  the  early  lady  students  was 
now  on  the  teaching  staff,  doing  admirable 
work  in  the  Costing  class. 

Miss  G.  E.  Etherington  replied  on  behalf  of 
the  ladies,  mentioning  that  her  usual  position 
was  to  push  forward  the  claims  of  her  sex  for 
recognition  in  the  business  spheres,  but  that 
that  night  she  was  placed  in  the  position  of 
acknowledging  on  behalf  of  all  the  ladies 
present  the  many  very  nice  things  said  about 
them  by  Mr.  Da  we. 

The  next  toast,  "  The  Old  Boys,"  was  pro- 
posed by  the  Principal,  who  said  that  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  sympathy  and  understanding 
of  many  old  boys  coupled  with  the  faith  and 
belief  which  his  friends  in  Nottingham  sent 
him  forward  to  undertake  the  work  at  St.

Current  Topics. 


The  Christmas  Greeting. 

It  is  difficult  to  realise  that  we  liave arrived 
at  the  third  Christmas  since  the  Great  War, 
the  reason  being,  to  a  great  degree,  that  the 
problems  and' perplexities  which  have  arisen 
from  that  catastrophic  cause  are  still  with  us. 
Whether  the  present  phase  is  the  worst  that 
•we  shall  see  is  yet  to  be  revealed.  With  un- 
employment stalking  through  the  land,  there 
is  bound  to  be  all  too  much  anxiety  in  many 
a  home.  The  more  reason,  perhaps,  why 
troubles  should  be  neglected  for  the  moment 
and  thoughts  and  energies  directed  to  a  full

Newspaper  Clerks'  Bonus. 

As  A  result  of  negotiations  between  the 
Newspaper  Proprietors"  Association  and  the 
National  Society  of  Operative  Printers  and 
Assistants— whose  clerical  section,  recently 
formed,  has  been  showing  itself  a  vigorous 
youngster— an  interim  arrangement  has  been 
made  whereby  all  adult  clerical  workers  in 
London  newspaper  offices  will  receive  an 
increase  of  1 5s.  per  week  as  a  bonus,  to  operate 
from  the  first  pay  day  in  November.  Juniors 
below  the  age  of  21  will  receive  an  increase  of 
20  per  cent,  on  current  rates.  The  new  rates 
will  be:  Age  16,  30s.;  age  17,  36s.;  age  18, 
45s. ;  age  19,  boys  54s.,  girls  51s. ;  age  20,  boys 
66s.,  girls  60s.  Adults,  men  90s.,  Avomen  80s. ; 
shorthand  typists.  Age  18,  60s.;  age  19,66s.; 
age  20,  72s.  Adults,  men  90s.,  women  85s. ; 
This  award  is  a  temporary  expedient  to  meet 
the  increased  cost  of  living,  and  the  general 
conditions  of  the  existing  agreement  (which 
remains  in  force  till  .March  31st)  are  not 
altered.

Over  £3i,ooo,ooo  for  Paper  Imports. 

Thirty-one  million  pounds  will  not  suffice 
to  cover  the  value  of  the  imports  of  paper, 
etc.,  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  1920. 
For  the  period  January-November  the  total 
stands  at  £28,562,066,  which  gives  a  monthly 
average  of  /^a, 596,551.  The  total  quantity 
imported  during  the  eleven  months  amounts 
to  12,270,366  cwts.,  or  an  average  of  1,115,487 
cwts.  per  month.  The  receipts  during  No- 
vember were  below  the  average  quantity, 
amounting  to  821,60'  cwts.,  or  160,297  cwts 
under  the  quantity  received  during  the  cor- 
responding month  of  last  year,  and  a  decrease 
of  155. .584  cwts.  compared  with  November, 
1913.  The  total  values  for  November  of  the 
following  years  were:  — 1920,  £"2,166,683; 
1910,  £1.580,^44;  1913,  £(>i 5,828.  Taking  the 
imports  for  last  month,  Newfoundland  figures 
prominently  under  the  classification  of 
"  printing,  not  coated,  and  writing  paper  in 
large  sheets  '"  ;  the  supplies  from  the  countrv 
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mentioned  were  166,037  cwts.,  or  over  54  per 
cent,  of  the  total  (302.394  cwts.),  whereas  only 
14  per  cent,  came  from  Norway,  10  per  cent. 
from  Sweden, and  6"5  per  cent,  from  Germany- 
Of  the  173,919  cwts.  of  packings  and  wrapp- 
ings, including  tissue  paper,  received  last 
month,  Sweden  provided  37  9  per  cent.,  Nor- 
way 226  per  cent.,  Finland  12  per  cent  ,  and 
Germany  98  per  cent.  Belgium  and  Germany 
take  the  lead  in  supplying  coated  paper  to 
this  market,  the  former  country  being  respon- 
sible for  32-2  per  cent,  and  the  latter  205  per 
cent,  of  last  month's  total  receipts,  viz.,  0,490 
cwts.  Novembers  imports  of  strawboards 
were  221,566  cwts.,  and  other  boards  to  85,237

November's  Paper  Exports  Expand. 

The  dullness  of  the  home  paper  market 
has  evidently  prompted  more  attention  to  the 
export  trade,  but  even  in  this  direction  manu- 
facturers are  faced  with  many  difficulties,  and 
consequently  big  developments  are  impossible, 
as  various  markets  are  reducing  their  pur- 
chases to  small  limits  owing  to  financial  con- 
siderations. It  is  encouraging  to  find,  how- 
ever, that  the  exports  of  British  paper  during 
November  were  far  above  those  for  the  corre- 
sponding month  of  last  year,  and  also  higher 
than  the  pre-war  month  of  November,  1913, 
the  respective  quantities  being  279,516  cwts. 
110,867  cwts,  and  269,854  cwts.  The  total 
values  of  the  exports  for  November  of  the 
years  mentioned  were  :  1920,  £i,7io,i8q  ; 
1919.  £"407,143  ;  1913,  £'291,834.  The  principal 
exports  fall  under  the  heading  of  "  printing 
paper,  not  coated,"  the  shipments  last  month 
amounting  to  161,299  cwts.,  of  which  120,611 
cwts.  went  to  British  possessions  and  40,688 
cwts.  to  Foreign  Countries.  Notwithstanding 
the  drawbacks  in  export  business  to  Australia, 
the  supplies  to  that  country  amounted  to 
266  per  cent,  of  the  total  shipments  of  print- 
ings last  month,  to  India  24*4  per  cent.,  to 
South  Africa  129  per  cent.,  and  New  Zealand 
44  per  cent.  The  exports  of  writing  paper  in 
large  sheets  last  month  were  34,384  cwts, 
27,800  cwt.  going  to  the  British  Possessions 
and  6,584  cwts.  to  Foreign  Countries.  The 
chief  outlet  was  found  in  Australia,  the  sup- 
plies amounting  to  36  per  cent,  of  the  total 
shipments  of  writings,  the  next  principal 
market  being  India  with  24-3  per  cent.,  fol- 
lowed by  South  Africa  with  85  per  cent  ,  and 
New  Zealand  with  36  per  cent.  Paper  hang- 
ings, stationery,  bags,  etc.,  show  a  good  ex- 
portation last  month,  the  only  weakness  being 
in  regard  to  packings  and  wrappings.  The 
total  exports  for  the  eleven  months  ended 
November  stand    at    2,111,204    cwts.,  of  the 


value  of  £11,326,397,  as  compared  with  793,845 
cwts.  and  £"3,753,765  for  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  year,  and  3,241,082  cwts.,  valued 
at  £'3,391,084  for  November,  1913.

Binders'  Time  Docket*. 

There  is  no  further  news  regarding  the 
binders'  time  docket,  but  evidence  is  accu 
mulating  which  points  to  the  fact  that  there 
are  few  towns  in  which  at  least  a  few  houses 
are  not  actually  receiving  dockets  from  their 
men.  These  more  fortunate  ones  are  reaping 
the  advantage  of  foresight,  for  the  system 
of  charging  out  according  to  time  consumed 
was  instituted  by  them  before  the  minor  offi- 
cials of  certain  towns  had  managed  to  make 
a  bogey  of  the  docket.  Now  that  the  binders 
are  back  in  the  kindred  trades,  they  may  be 
persuaded  to  see  that  there  is  nothingsinister 
in  the  motive  of  the  docket.  The  experience 
of  members  of  the  letterpress  and  lithographic 
side  should  remove  any  lingering  doubts  on 
the  matter. 

Cost-Finding. 

The  average  binder  or  ruler  seems  never  to 
have  had  an  opportunity  of  becoming  ac- 
quainted with  the  principles  and  routine  of 
cost  finding  in  the  same  way  that  it  had  been 
presented  to  printers.  At  almost  every  tech- 
nical institute  in  which  printing  forms  one  of 
the  subjects  of  study,  cost- finding  and  esti- 
mating are  an  important  section  of  the  train- 
ing. Every  apprentice  has  an  almost  equal 
opportunity  of  making  himself  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  costing  methods.  Perhaps 
it  is  a  result  of  the  better  facilities  for  getting 
in  touch  with  administrative  matters  that  so 
many  printers  rise  in  the  industry  compared 
with  bookbinders.  The  binder  has  always 
been  at  a  disadvantage,  through  no  fault  of 
his  own,  owing  to  the  lack  of  provision  for 
technical  training.  Partly  the  masters  are  to 
blame  for  this.  An  immense  amount  of  good 
might  be  done  by  the  arrangement  of  special 
classes  in  bookbinding,  including  cost-finding 
and  management.  We  would  like  to  see 
the  matter  taken  up  by  the  various  binding 
sections  up  and  down  the  country. 
Trade  Quietude. 

The  trade  has  been  very  quiet  this  last 
month  or  two.  It  seems  but  a  very  short 
time  ago  that  many  offices  wanting  men  for 
the  bench  were  unable  to  secure  them  either 
byadvertisement  or  application  totheSociety. 
Now  that  there  are  men  to  be  had,  there  are 
very  few  advertisements  and  a  very  small 
•demand  for  help.  A  few  houses  are  fortunate 
enough  to  have  big  arrears  of  contract  work, 
and  some  of  them  are  taking  on  new  men.  A 
noticeable  feature  is  that  many  of  the  men 
now  out  are  quite  young,  most  of  them  having 
served   the   balance  of   their   apprenticeship 


under  the  "Interrupted"  scheme.  It  is  dis- 
tinctly hard  on  these  men  that  their  lapse, 
due  to  service  in  the  army,  should,  by  robbing 
them  of  the  maturity  which  would  have  been 
theirs,  but  for  the  call  to  arms,  cause  them  to 
be  the  first  on  whom  the  burden  of  unemploy- 
ment should  fall. 

Cancellation  of  Machinery  Orders. 

We  hear  that  cancellation  of  orders  for 
bookbinding  machinery  have  been  plentiful 
of  late.  Many  orders  were  placed  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  when  prospects  w  ere  so  allur- 
mg,  especially  for  book-sewing  machines.  In 
most  cases  the  orders  were  hedged  with  con- 
ditions, sometimes  placed  by  the  buyer  and 
frequently  by  the  maker.  The  fact  of  the 
orders  being  conditional  has  left  a  loophole 
through  which  some  binders  have  escaped 
their  liability.  The  slump  in  trade  is  not  cal- 
culated to  iiiipress  users  with  the  necessity  of 
installing  new  plant.  The  makers'  terms  are 
onerous,  in  most  cases  cash  on  delivery.  The 
tightness  financially  has  gripped  the  book- 
binders quite  as  firmly  as  other  industries,  and 
cash  on  delivery  for  machinery  costing  any- 
thing between  /"750  and  /^2,coo  is  not  a  pro- 
position to  be  lightly  entertained.  The  pro- 
bability is  that  machiney  prices  will  come 
down  with  a  bump  before  long.  Already 
many  engineers  are  on  short  time,  while  others 
are  finding  their  repair  section  the  busiest 
part  of  the  establishment. 

Slump  in  flaterlals. 

In  the  materials  market  there  is  an  absolute 
slunip.  It  is  difficult  to  record  prices  because 
we  have  heard  of  so  little  business  being  done. 
One  thing  is  certain,  there  are  no  rising  prices. 
Leathers  have  got  down  to  a  fairly  low  level, 
and  there  is  not  much  prospect  of  further  re- 
duction so  far  as  the  manufacturer  is  con- 
cerned. Agents  are  offering  attractive  parcels 
at  prices  which  will  not  be  repeated  when 
business  becomes  more  brisk.  We  have  heard 
of  supplies  being  offered  to  the  trade  by 
manufacturing  stationers  who  have  over- 
bought. Average  prices  appear  to  be  now  as 
follows  :  Glazed  skivers,  lod.  per  square  foot; 
thin  basils,  is.;  stout  basils,  is.  3d.;  fleshers, 
IS.  2d.;  rough  goats.  2s.  6d. ;  anglos,  2s  gd.  ; 
calfs  (rough),  2s.  fcd  to  2s.  gd.  ;  calfs  (smooth), 
3S.  to  3s.  6d. ;  hand-grained  goats,  4s.  ;  pig- 
skin 3s. 

The  Unconvincing  Argument. 

Glue  has  declined  rapidly,  and  pure  Scotch 
glue  is  now  obtainable  at  iios.  per  cwt.  Cer- 
tain agents  are  endeavouring  to  keep  to  price 
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on  the  ground  of  quality,  but  the  argument  is 
not  convincing.  Paste  is  lower  than  it  has 
been  for  months,  but  the  dry  form  is  coming 
into  favour  owing  to  the  cost  of  railway 
carriage.  Gold  leaf  is  also  much  lower  in 
price  than  at  anj'  time  since  the  war,  but 
there  is  a  very  poor  demand,  and  stocks  must 
be  accumulating.  It  is  time  that  book  cloths 
and  threads  and  tapes  showed  signs  of  a 
downward  trend.  Smallware  dealers  have 
allowed  their  stocks  to  run  down  completely 
rather  than  replenish  at  existing  figures.  The 
bookcloth  manufacturers  are  still  busy  wiping 
off  arrears  of  back  orders.  Until  their  order 
books  are  clear,  they  will  not  feel  the  force  of 
compulsion.  Meantime  the  cost  of  their  raw 
materials  has  declined  very  considerably  and 
users  reap  no  benefit. 


The  exhibition  of  printing  of  various  kinds 
at  the  British  Institute  of  Industrial  Art, 
Knightsbridge,  makes  a  show  worth  visiting. 

There  are  exhibits  of  good  printing  in  both 
modern  and  ancient  style  by  the  Chiswick 
Press,  Messrs.  Chatto  and  Windus,  Methuen, 
and  the  Medici  Society.  Bookbinding  also  is 
well  represented,  there  being  some  beautiful 
examples  by  Miss  Sybil  Pyeand  by  the  L.C.C. 
Cambervvell  School  of  Arts  and  Crafts,  also 
by  the  L.C.C.  Central  School  of  Arts  and 
Crafts. 

In  colour  printing,  the  Underground  Rail- 
way Co.'s  series  of  posters  make  an  excellent 
exhibit.  Of  special  interest  also  is  a  series  of 
fine  reproductions  of  the  drawings  by  Holb-in 
in  the  possession  of  H.M  the  King  at  Windsor 
Castle.  These  are  produced  by  Emery 
Walker  (Ltd.)  and  the  Chiswick  Press,  by  a 
special  lithographic  process  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Hon.  John  Fortescue,  the  King's 
Librarian.

Mr.  A.  Chris.  Fowler. 

Much  regret  will  be  felt  by  his  many  friends 
in  the  trade  at  the  news  of  the  death  of  Mr. 
A.  Christopher  Fowler,  at  the  early  age  of  56 
years,  which  occurred  at  a  nursing  home  at 
Chiswick,  on  the  i6th  inst.  Mr.  Fowler  was 
taken  with  a  paralytic  seizure  in  August  last, 
from  which  he  never  thoroughly  recovered. 

The  firm  with  w'hich  Mr.  Fowler's  name 
was  identified  started  in  a  small  way,  and  it 
was  due  to  his  abounding  enterprise  that  it 
has  risen  to  its  present  eminence  as  one  of  the 
leading  firms  in  three  colour  printing.  Mr. 
Fowler  commenced  business  as  a  compositor 
and  was  manager  to  J.  Williams  Cook. 
Twenty-five  years  ago  he  started  in  a  modest 
way  on  his  own  account  at  28,  Tempest-street, 
City.  This  business  quickly  extended,  and 
Mr.  Fowler  took  larger  premises  at  Shore- 
ditch,  and  eventually,  in  order  to  cope  with 
an  increase  of  business,  opened  the  City 
show-rooms  at  6.  New  Union- street,  Moor- 
fields.  The  activities  of  the  firm  have  been 
very  successful  all  along,  more  especially  in 
connection  with  three  colour  printing,  sta- 
tionery and  bookbinding. 

In  connection  with  the  late  Mr.  Fowler's 
associations  outside  his  business,  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  he  was  a  vice-president  of  the 
defunct  Institute  of  Printers,  was  interested 
in  the  L.S.C.  Jobbing  Guild,  and  a  warm 
supporter  of  the  War  Memorial  to  the  Caxton 
Convalescent  Home.  His  services,  too,  were 
often  sought  after  in  connection  with  various 
printers'  charities  and  concerts.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  P.  M.  and  O.  A.,  and  held  an 
L.S.C.  card  right  up  the  time  of  his  death. 

An  interesting  event  in  the  life  of  Mr. 
Fowler  was  the  occasion  of  his  silver  wedding 
on  September  i8th,  1909,  when  the  employees 
from  both  departments  presented  him  with  a 
handsome  tantalus  and  an  illuminated  ad- 
dress. 

We  understand  that  the  business  of  A. 
Chris.  Fowler  is  to  be  carried  on  in  the  mean- 
time by  Mr.  Arthur  G.  Fowler,  Mr.  H.  Pap- 
worth  and  Mr.  J.  Webb.  Mr.  Fowler  leaves  a 
widow,  two  sons  and  five  daughters. 

The  funeral  took  place  at  St.  Mary's  (R.C.) 
Cemetery,  Kensal-rise,  on  Monday.  There 
were  numerous  floral  tributes  sent  by  the  twa 
establishments  of  the  firm,  and  a  very  large 
representation  of  personal  and  business 
friends  were  present.

Fiberlte  Packing  Cases. 

The  Thames  Paper  Co.  are  pushing  the 
Fiberite  packing  case  extensively,  and  in  view 
of  the  heavy  cost  of  timber  cases,  along  with 
the  burden  of  return  railway  charges,  users  of 
packing  casesall  over  the  country  are  looking 
for  a  way  out  of  the  difficulty.  The  strange 
thing  is  that,  although  pulp  and  paper  are 
dear,  they  are  being  adopted  in  many  cases  to 
reduce  costs.  Thus  wood  pulp  toys  and  doll 
bodies,  wood  pulp  silk  for  dolls'  hair  and 
ladies'  hosiery,  pulp  string  and  pulp  packing 
cases,  pulp  textiles  and  imitation  leather, 
wood  pulp  jam  pots  and  containers.  The 
economy  of  wood  pulp  packing  cases  is  a 
striking  commentary  on  the  efficiency  of  an 
industry  which  commences  with  timber  and 
finishes  by  converting  it  into  packing  cases  to 
reduce  the  costs  of  using  timber.

Printing  from  Engraved  Cylinders. 

A  machine  for  printing  from  an  engraved 
cylinder,  invented  by  Mr.  C.  Kempe,  is  so 
arranged  that  the  drive  of  the  cylinders  is 
automatically  adjusted  to  suit  slight  varia- 
tions in  the  size  of  the  printing  cylinder  which 
at  the  commencement  is  made  slightly  larger 
than  its  normal  size,  so  that  it  can  be  ground 
down  successively  to  receive  fresh  designs, 
and  be  again  used  without  loss  of  register. 
As  shown,  the  printing  cylinder  2  is  of  slightly 
greater  diameter  than  half  the  diameter  of 
the  impression  cylinder  i,  and  the  cylinder  2 
is  geared  to  a  spur-wheel  6  geared  to  a  wheel 
9  on  a  driving  shaft  7,  which  also  drives  a 
wheel  10  freely  mounted  on  a  shaft  of  the  im- 
pression cylinder  i.      This  wheel  10  is  formed 


!illlil!illllliii!!!! 
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with  slots  13,  14  which  engage  pins  11,  12  on 
the  cylinder  i  and  drive  this  cylinder  during 
the  non-printing  portion  of  each  revolution. 
During  the  printing  portion  af  the  revolution 
the  cylinder  i  is  driven  frictionally  from  the 
cylinder  2,  and  the  cyhnder  can  riiove  more 
quickly  than  the  wheel  10  and  the  pins  11,12 
move  forwards  in  the  slots  13,  14.  This  rela- 
tive movement  of  the  cylinder  i  and  wheel  10 
causes  an  arm  18  on  a  shaft  16  geared  to  a 
wheel  15  on  the  cylinder  i  to  move  outwards, 
and  when  a  roller  20  on  this  arm  engages  a 
fixed  cam  19,  the  arm  18  is  moved  inwards, 
and  the  cylinder  i  is  retarded  and  the  drive  is 
again  taken  up  by  the  wheel  10.  The  sheets 
are  fed  from  a  board  27,  and  are  delivered  by 
a  drum  21  to  bands  23,  24,  the  drum  21  being 
perforated  around  its  periphery  and  formed 
with  a  fan  31  which  produces  an  air  current 
to  assist  in  the  drying  of  the  sheets  as  they  are 
delivered  face  upwards. 


Tubular  Paper  Bags. 

Under  a  patent  by  Messrs.  G.  F.  and  J.  F. 
Willetts  tubular  paper  and  like  bags  are 
formed  by  pasting,  glueing,  or  otherwise 
fastening  together  the  sides  of  a  sheet  of 
paper,  etc.,  to  form  the  body  i   of  the  bag. 


and  turning  down  the  end  2  of  the  body  and 
pasting  it  to  an  oval  or  circular  disk  3  of 
paper,  etc.  Another  disk  may  be  pasted  over 
the  joints  to  hide  them  and  strengthen  the 
bag.  The  base  disk  may  be  pasted  on  to  the 
previously    turned   down   part   of    the   body 


The  Provisional  Specification  states  also  that 
the  base  of  the  bag  may  be  secured  to  the 
body  by  placing  a  piece  of  paper,  etc.,  over 
the  end  of  the  body  and  pasting  or  otherwise 
fastening  it  to  the  inside  or  outside  of  the  body. 


Loose  Sheets  for  Ledgers. 

A  device  for  securing  and  storing  loose 
sheets  or  cards  in  ledgers  or  the  like,  as  in- 
vented by  Mr.  L.  W.  Ferres,  consists  in  pro- 
viding the  cards  with  a  laterally  extending

pin  at  each  top  corner  to  fit  into  sockets  on 
the  face  of  a  sheet,  so  that  each  card  projects 
slightly  beyond  the  one  above  it.    Two  strips 
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F,  Fig.  2.  of  corrugated  metal  are  soldered  or 
otherwise  fastened  to  the  face  of  a  sheet  C  of 
metal  or  other  stiff  material,  one  near  and 
parallel  to  each  long  edge.  A  strip  of  metal 
B  of  the  shape  shown  in  Fig.  4,  or  a  short 
length  of  wire,  is  attached  to  each  top  corner 
of  a  card  and  engages  with  the  sockets  F, 
formed  between  the  sheet  C  and  the  top  of 


the  corrugations  in  the  strips  F,  the  card  being 
bent  for  insertion  or  removal.  A  wire  may 
be  attached  to  the  top  of  the  corrugationsand 
the  spaces  thus  formed  may  be  used,  or  the 
sockets  may  be  formed  by  slots  in  a  strip  of 
metal  bent  at  right-angles,  so  that  the  slots 
extend  across  the  bend  into  each  portion  of 
the  strip.
